3 . RAWS wsi bom rn 4' January ’927 in Tartu , ilsteni a 
where ills father wus serving as a regular officer in the 
hstoniun Cavalry. RAWS attonded elementary unci secondary 
schools in Varskn near PetSeri Mint j ] 19.37. when the family 
moved to Tallinn in connection with his father's assignment 
to duty in the Estonian Min i s t, f jy of War. RAWS attended 
Gymnasium (high school) DA Tallinn from 1940 until 1944. 

For a three -month period in 194'3 and later in July 1944, 
RAWS served with the Estonian Aerial Observation Group, an 
element of the Estonian Air Fojcc. Tn December 1944, as 
defense agoi ns t approaching attack by the Red Army. RAWS' 
unit was incorporated into the iGerman Amy and its members 
were provided with weapons. He was ultimately transferred 
to the German 5th Armored Division and he participated with 
this unit in defensive front line combat against the 
advancing Soviet forces. In March 1945 RAUS was wounded in 
both legs by Soviet machine gun fire. He was evacuated- to . 
Germany and was confined to a hospital in Sonnonhery when 
the United States Army occupied ;thc area in April 1945. 

2. Soon his discharge from the hospital RAUS found a 

job on a farm near Kassel, where ho worked until March 
1946. lie was then successful in locating his parents in o 
DP camp near Stuttgart, and he was taken to live with them. 
Here he attended an Estonian school for children of dis- 
placed persons; after graduating in 1947 he enrolled 
briefly in the University of TiAingen. From the summer of 
194R until the summer of 1949 he worked as a ieep, driver 
for the IRQ office .in Dim. The family then emigrated to 
the United States under the' auspices of the Lutheran World . 
Federation. : 

3. The RAUS family settled in Wi 1 1 imanti c , Connecticut 
and .tn September 19 49 RAUS wont: to work for the American 
Crow Company in that city as a machine operator. In 
September 1950 RAUS was drafted into tho U.S. Army. !-'e 
took basic training with the Transportation Corns at Fort 
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Fustis, Virginia. In April '1952, his unit was as«lgned to 
Orloans , Pranc*. whore h« r#nsinod until September of that 
year. Ho was discharged on :4 September 1952 at Port 
Devins. Massachusetts, with {the rank of Corporal. 

4. Immediately upon his separation from military 
service RAUS enrolled at the University of Connecticut under 
the Cl Bill to study civil engineering . In the fall of 1953 
ho onrolled in the advanced ROTC course at the Univorsity-. 

In 1956 he graduated front thb University of Connecticut as a 
civil ongineeT and was commissioned as 2nd Lieutenant, tfSAR. 
He joined an Active Reserve Unit shortly thereafter. RAUS 
was naturalised on 19 Inarch 1954 at Hartford, Connecticut. 

5. In June 1956. RAUS went to work as highway engineer 
intern for the Connecticut State Highway Department. From 
September 3957 to May 1958 he attended a highway traffic 
course at Yale University. In January 1963 he moved to 
Washington when he obtained employment as a highway research 
engineer with the Bureau of Public Roads, Department of 
Commerce. 

6. After a 1951 marriage which ended in divorce in 
1953, RADS' was married to his present wife, Uaj.re Holds 
ANMAST in March . 1955 . She is a naturalized U.S. citizen of 
Estonian birth who came to this country from Germany with 
her parents in 1950. The RAUS family has two young children, 
RADS' father died in 3955 in iwi l ] imantic ; his motheT resides 
in an apartment in the Washington area. RAUS currently 
lives at 6508 Osborn Road. Hyatts ville, Maryland.
